Fog Prevents Pilot’s View and 
Crash Occurs as COC 
Boys Look On 


Death was the fate yesterday 
afternoon for Loren W. Mendell, 
nv: tor, and Polly Louise Coun- 
nerilh, Loa Angeles dancer, whose 
plane crashed in the fog on the 
storm-swept slope of San Sevaine 
mountain west of Lytle Creek 
canyon, They were returning 
from Barstow, where they had 
flown Mrs. Dick Littlefield, wife

It was 11 p.m. last night be- 
fore the pair were identified,due 
to the fact that each had letters 
addressed to different names. 
Scene of the tragedy is about 
eight miles west of Lytle Creek 
canyon and five or six miles 


As Deputy Coroner Doyle re- 
constructed the crash, Mendell, 
piloting the big four-passenger 
Douglas biplane, became lost in 
the fog which hung heavily over 
the entire region yesterday after- 
moon. Circling the hills and 
reeking an opening in the dense 
mist, he lost altitude, Doyle be- 
lieves, and crashed into the moun- 
tain spur. The engine apparent- 
ly was wide open when the plane 
struck, indicating Mendell saw 
the mountain spur too late to 
act, or did not see it at all. The 
plane did not catch fire. It was 


during the afternoon. 

Mendell was in the army air 
service during the World war, 
and was rated as one of the 
youngest commissioned 
in the corps. 

Mendell, Miss Counnerilh and 
Mrs, Littlefield left the Los An- 
geles municipal airport at Ingle- 
wood at 11 a.m. yesterday in a 
belorging to J.

Plebiscite Date 
Will Be Set Soon 


ae 

In Ontario. Monday night, first 
definite action is expected to be | 
taken leading to the setting of 
a date for the plebiscite in the 
area south of the Santa Fe 
tracks. The Ontario city coun- 
cil has the documents from the 
county supervisors calling for 
an election. It is up to the On- 
tario or the Upland council to 
call the vote. If Ontario fails to 
do so within @ reasonable time, 
Upland has the privilege of set- 
ting the date. 

It will be a surprise to many 
if the Ontario council calls the 
election and thus assumes the 
financial burden in determining 
whether the residents of north 
Ontario want to continue as On- 
tarions or to have the Upland 
city limits extended to 660 feet 
south of Seventh street. 

Lack of service from Ontario | 
and the accessibility to Upland 
are factors responsible for the 
residents in that area seeking a 
change. Majority of the people 
concerned belong to Upland or- 
ganizations and work in the Up- 
land citrus industry and all of 
them receive their mail through 
the Upland postoffice and are 
otherwise “Upland residents.” 

Their municipal and water 
costs will be a trifle less if the 
vote is favorable to joining VUp- 
land. 

Approximate date for the elec- 
tion, regardless of which city | 
calls it, is late in February.

Thirty deaths in traffic acci- 
dents during 1934 in the county 
occurred when only one automo- 
bile was involved. The number 
killed in collision involving two 
was greater than the number 
kille din collisions involving two 
automobiles, according to the 
annual report of Coroner R. KE. 
Williams,

sidered low. Throughout the

to set an all-time record. Ten 
persons met deaths in accidents 
in Ontario and in Fontana, 


Collisions between two auto- 
mobiles claimed 25 lives, with 24 
pedestrians, including a_half- 
dozen children, falling victim to 
motorists. Collisions between 
automobiles and trucks claimed 
the next highest number of lives, 
19.
